Her mother was standing perfectly 


erect in tho doorway, unable to make 
an effort to put the blazing night gown 


out. 
The fire was shooting from the

ceiling, almost touching it. The vic- 
tim's hair was hanging loosely by her 
side and was also afire, lending horror 
to the scene.

stood like a martyr, of old enveloped in 
consuming, flames. 


- With" great/heroism and presence of 
mind the daughter rushed past

wrapped her mother- in it. The fire 
was quickly smothered, but the moth

Nad been blistered. The hands, artni 
and face of the victim had also been 
scorched. Medical aTd was summon- 
ed and the sufferer was made as easy 
as possible. The greatest damage was 
probably done while Mrs. Crane 
was 


standing in the doorway like a pillar 
of fire. It is thought that she breath- 
ed the flames, thus doing irreparable 
damage to her lungs. 


It was necessary after the mother 


had been rescued to put out the fire 


in the bed clothing. • 


WELL-KNOWN WOMAN. 


The fire's victim was one of the b«st 


known women in Oakland. She was 
the widow of the late well-known at 
torney, and for years had been con- 
sidered one of Oakland's foremost so- 
cial leaders. Her nracioui and lovable 
dispositon had endeared her to hun- 
dreds in the community. Her tragic 
-death will be a.terrible shock to those 
that knew her. She was 76 years of 
age and had resided frrthis city for 
the most of her life.

acompanted by Timothy Perkins In 
the-former's yacht, "Albatross," on- a 
hunting trip, came near being -wrecked 
had It not been for the good seaman- 
ship of Mr. Fields and his companion 
in their effort to reach shore after the 
forward hatch had been torn away. 


Fields left here on Friday, accom- 


panied by Dr. J. M. Toung of Walnut 
street, in the latter's yacht, "Hully 
Gee," and M. Fish. They Intended to 
hunt for several days In the sloughs 
In the Coyote Hills, and met with suc- 
cess, but found themselves 
storm- 


bound for three days at that point. 


Yesterday morning the yachtsmen, 


believing that the storm had subsided, 
they set sail for this city, but outside 
the hills they met with contrary winds 
and were, tossed upon the waves. The 
"Hully Gee," under double-reefed sails, 
succeeded in reaching Alameda in safe- 
ty, but Mr. Field's yacht, "Albatross," 
did not have such good fortune. 
A 


great comber, which swept over the 
deck of the "Albatross," carried away 
the forward hatch and threatened to 
swamp the vessel in a few moments. 
Mr. Fields tore away the door from 
the cabin and threw It over the gap 
on the deck where the hatch had been. 
Upon this door young Perkins was 
obliged to stand for the rest of the 
trip. 


After being tempest tossed for five 


hours, Mr. Fields and his companion 
succeeded in reaching the wharf oppo- 
site Hayward, with, their mainsail torn 


out food orxfuel, with scarcely, clothing 
enough • to cover them, and with the 
merest pittance worth of furniture, in 
a little house .on Davla street. 


He left his home last Friday morn- 


ing-, for Oakland, 
where he worked, 


saying that he would not be home un- 
til Saturday night, which was not un- 
usual. He did not return and; has not 
been seen since In San Leandro. The 
fact Is, he was wanted by the police 
of one of the cities of Southern Cali- 
fornia a year ago, for the desertion o! 
his family. 'This Justifies the belief 
that he has against deserted them.

laws of the State for collecting said 
State poll taxes.

"The State poll tax, compensation for 


the collection of which is the matter in 
euestion here, is a per capita tax. which, 
under section 1'2, Art. XIIE of the Con- 
stitution, is authorized to be levied and 
collected by tho Legislature, and which 
is required to be paid . when collected 
into the State school fund. 
It is dis- 


tinctively a State tax, and as said by this 
court in County of San .Luis Ohispo vs. j 
Felts. 10-1 Cal. U-l: 'It is fair, reasonable, 
and just that they (the poll taxes"! should 
he charged with such expense Cot' their 
collection) and. indeed, the fact that they 
arc exclusively a State 
tax makes it 


peculiarly appropriate that 
the agents 


of their collection should be compensated 
by a percentage- of their collection, rather 
than out of the salary or general funds uf 
the county.' It Is provided by section oSlO 
of the Political Code that the Assessor 
must collect this tax, and by section 3S62 
that, 'the Assessor, for 
services 
ren- 


dered in collection of poll taxes, shall re- 
ceive the sum of fifteen per cent.' 
In 


the case above quoted from San Luis 
Obispo County vs. Felt-*—the constitu- 
tionality of the latter section was in 
question and decided to he valid.

A NOTED SINGER 


NEW YORK, November 22.—The ..Paris 


correspondent of the Morning Telegram 
says: The.career of the*American soprano 
Sybil Sanderson, was recalled with all 
its painful details In the civil tribunal of 
the Seine recently when the executor of 
the dead singer resisted a claim for .530,- 
000 made against her estate by a Jeweler.' 
The administrator of the ^estate con- 
tests the claim on the. ground that there 
Is no evidence of her ever having had 
possession of any such jewels or of-hav- 
ing pawned them; In fact, no trace of 
the jewels has been found.

Whitney of Boston requesting a personal interview in the hope of 
removing a personal misunderstanding To many the President's 
note denying the request may seem unnecessarily harsh, but when 
the facts of the case are fully understood it will be seen that his 
position is not only justifiable but his indignation perfectly natural. 


Mr. Whitney has not only misquoted him to achieve personal 


and partisan ends but has endeavored to place him in a false position 
in regard to tariff revision and reciprocity with Canada 


Mr. Whitney who is a brother of the late William C. Whitney, 


Cleveland's first Secretary of the Navy, was the Democratic candi- 
date for Lieutenant-Go\ernor at the late Massachusetts election 
He is also President of the Boston Chamber of Commerce and sev- 
eral times a millionaire, being heavilj interested in local public util- 
ity enterprises 
Politically he is an opponent of the protective tariff 


and a partisan Democrat of the old school 'Some time prior to his 
nomination for Lieutenant-Governor Mr. Whitney and two other 
gentlemen representing the Boston Charrber of Commerce called 
on the President to present their views regarding tariff revision and 
the establishment of reciprocity with Canada 
There was an in- 


formal discussion between the committee and the President of an 
economic and non-political character, nothing more. The President 
understood that he was speaking as an executive to business men 
on a subject relating to the general welfare of the country, without 
reference to the attitude of political parties or the personal political 
affiliations of those present. 


Subsequently Mr Whitney took the stump on his own behalf 


as a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, and quoted the President 
as making statements in the interview alluded to antagonistic to the 
Republican platform of Massachusetts and the position of Mr. Whit- 
ney's Republican antagonist 
Mr. Whitney called himself as a wit- 


ness in his own behalf to give a garbled and partisan version 6f re- 
marks made to Mr. Whitney as a representative of the 
Boston 


Chamber of Commerce. He did this avowedly to create a split in 
the Republican ranks and bring about the defeat of the Republican 
ticket in Massachusetts 


The President said nothing while the campaign was in prog- 


ress, because the dignity of his high office would not permit him 
to engage in personal altercation involving a question of veracity, 
but nevertheless he felt keenly the attempt 10 twist the purport of 
a personal mteniew on a matter of public business to private and 
partisan ends and range the President, by implication, in opposition 
to his party.

historical. 


Mr. Whitney wrote to the President requesting another inter- 


view, also demanding a bill of particulars as to the misrepresenta- 
tions charged by the President. The letter contained a paragraph 
which was plainly drafted to draw the President out wi«i reference 
to Canadian reciprocity. This attempt to make him *>mmit him- 
self on a delicate question of national policy gave added offense to 
the President, whose frank, direct mind revolts at chicane of every 
kind, and he gave Mr. Whitney a dressing down in unminced terms. 
He not only declined to see Mr. Whitney or be drawn out, but he 
gave that gentleman a bit of straightforward talk of the true 
Rooseveltian pattern. If the Whitney ears do not tingle they have 
lost sensitiveness. 


It is not strange that the President should object to being 


drawn into an outside tariff controversy on the eve of the assemblage 


^ 01 Congress. 
The supreme issue at the coming session will be rail- 


road rate legislation and the President desires to keep that issue 
disentangled from the tariff or any other vexatious problem

over, what he has to say on the subject of tariff 
revision and 


Canadian reciprocity, he desires to say, and very properly too to 
Congress and not to committees representing local interests 'ex- 
clusively. Aside from that, experience had demonstrated that Mr 
Whitney was not a man -A 1th whom he could safely discuss such 
matters.

Russia ap- 
pears to be In a state of chaos, the out- 
come of which is still beyond human cal- 
culations. 
With so many bitterly con- 


flicting interests, and In tho absence of 
strong leadership,

prospect of an 


early solution of Russia's difficulties Is 
indeed gloomy; and so long as the situ- 
ation remains so chaotic It cannot avoid 
exerting an unfavorable effect upon Rus- 
sian credit and Russian securities,, which 
have already suffered a sharp decline. 
Evidently there is no thought of placing 
the Russian loan at present, and foreign 
bankers ore probably doing their utmost 
to sustain the market value of Russian 
bonds. 
Fortunately Paris, which is the 


main 
point 
of 
support for 
Russian 


finance. Is 
financially 
strong. 
Berlin, 


however, has been somephat inconven- 
ienced by Russian financing; and Lon- 
don, while comparatively free of Russian 
entanglements, is In no condition to give 
much help, considering present low Bank 
of England reserves. 
These facts are 


simply cited to shr-w that In case of 
necessity New York cannot readily se- 
cure any great amount of 
assistance 


from Europe. 
In spite of the recent 


drop in exchange it seems unlikely that 
gold will be imported: in any important 
amounts, and, on the contrary, we are 
more.llkely to export gold.,'as soon as-our 
market returns to 
normal conditions. 


Imports of merchandise into the United 
States continue exceedingly heavy. 
In 


October Jast they were valued at $107,- 
500,000, an increase of 85,200,000 over th 
same month last year. During the sam 
period our exports were, $164,100,000, 
decrease of 58,000,000, the consequene 
being that the month showed an exces 
of exports of less than $47,000,000, com 
pared with about J70,000,000 the sami 
month last year. 
This makes It suffl 


ciently plain that the present tendency 
of our foreign trade is towards shipping 
and not attracting gold. 


SPECULATIVE SITUATION. 


The speculative situation just'now 


(sxceedlngly 
interesting. 
Fundamental 


conditions are highly encouraging and 
stimulating. The great wave of business 
.activity, extending from the Atlantic to 
the'.Paclnc and from Canada to the Gulf 
shows no signs whatever of recession 
Our railroads, our mills, our furnace: 
our mines, our merchants are all taxec 
to their utmost capacity, and still pro- 
duction does not appear to have over- 
taken consumption: a stage that, when 1 
arrives, will be the first signal of reac- 
tion. As a result of this activity, many 
of our railroads and our industrials are 
making 
unusual 
earnings 
and 
unex- 


pected gains to profit account. Prices 
it is true, are high, very high, and have 
amply discounted the prosperity of 1905; 
but should 190G be a year of still greater 
profits—what then? 
However undesir- 


able It may be, however deplorable the 
consequences, it'seems that it will be 
difficult to indefinitely restrain the spec- 
ulative spirit. 
If profits ore -growing, 


and dividends are to be increased or 
stocks which have not yet enjoyed that 
distinction, or.paid upon watered stocks 
which have never yielded any return, it 
may be practically Impossible to prevent 
a subsequent rise and an undesirable 
outburst of speculation. 
That contin- 


gency Is not yet-In sight, but the drift 
is in that direction and confidence Is al- 


most overstrong. It will, therefore, be- 
hoove our great bankers to restrain and 
not-encourage such an outbreak as far 
as 
is within their undeniable 
power. 


Tlielr Interests . and. the larger Interests 
of the country can best be served by 
keeping speculation .within' the''bounds 
of 
temperance; 
ana upon them 
will 


chiefly fall the responsibility of exercis- 
ing- such-restraint. 


' FIRM 
RATES. 


During the remainder of .the year firm 


rates are likely to prevail for money. 
The course, of . both the ' money and the 
stock, markets, however, after the mid- 
dle of Jainuary, will be a. matter of much 
curiosity, fortunately the prospect of 
adverse railroad legislation is less pro-i 
nounced than during the 
midsummer. | 


President Rosevelt is still, very firm in 
his determination to secure some sort of 
regulation towards a "square deal," but 
hfi seems to be yielding somewhat in.his | 
idea of having the-government-'fix the 
rate;" the active discussion of which is 
proving- that such a piece of paternalism 
would be not only highly Injurious to 
private property, but a menace to a. very 
large and Influential, labor constituency. 
As matters are 'now shaping, there is lit- 
tle prospect of any injurious railroad leg- 
islation during the coming session of 
Congress. Recent insurance' disturbances 
have had an unsettling effect, upon the 
public mind, but the tide of -optimism Is 
running so - strong- tljat these incidents 
seem to be quickly forgotten. 
Perhaps 


the most important factor In the specu- 
lative .outlook just now is' the attitude of 
the big market leaders. 
Some of these j 


are known to be distinctly bullish owing 
to the prosperity of. the great corpora-1 
tlons 
which they control. 
Certain 
of! 


them are known to, be very large hold- 
ers. of stocks and intent upon pushing 
prices to a higher level as soon as gen- 
eral conditions permit. 
important interests are 
passive and, while not resisting'any ad- 
vance, show little Inclination' to assist It. 
The latter element have been preaching 
conservatism for some time, and whether 
they have declined to openly Join In with 
the bulls because they wish to buy at 
a lower level or whether they really de- 
sire to place a wholesome restraint upon 
market movements Is not yet dlvulg-ed. 
In any event, we are likely to have ah 
attractive trading market' for some weeks 
to come. Good stocks will be a purchase 
on sharp reactions, yet we continue to 
advise sales on,the good rallies until the 
monetary outlook becomes more satis- 
factory. ' Liquidation did some good, but 
:t would have been healthier had con- 
traction been a little more drastic.
